PLACES OF INTEREST 


IN AND AROUND KUALA TERENGGANU 





Visitors to the Waterfront of Kuala Terengganu will be in awe 
of and fascinated by the hustle and bustle of activities taking 
place there. Stroll down the waterfront and watch fishmongers 
haggling for the price of fish and other seafood, or take a boat 
ride to one of the many beautiful surrounding islands. Another 
appealing alternative is to take a passenger boat to Seberang 
Takir, where the most incredible view of the South China Sea 
can be seen. 
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The Terengganu State Museum Complex consists of a 
Main Museum, a Maritime Museum, a Fisheries Museum, 4 
traditional houses and botanic and herbs gardens. The Main 
Museum is built on 16 stilts, in accordance with the traditional 
architecture of Terengganu. Its 4 blocks are adjoined, to 
represent a big family. There are 10 galleries showcasing 
textiles, crafts, historical, royal, nature, art, petroleum, Islamic, 
new generation and contemporary arts. 





Batik painting 


Approximately 6 km south of Kuala Terengganu is Sutera 
Semai Centre at Chendering. It is Malaysia's pioneer silk 
weaving centre, where visitors can witness different stages of 
silk manufacturing. There, witness the painting of batik 
designs onto the fabrics, resulting in beautiful batik shirts, 
kaftans, scarves, handkerchiefs, etc. 


Batik painting is an exquisite and delicate art which requires 
skill, patience and meticulousness. In batik painting, brightly 
coloured floral motifs are painted in stages onto dyed cloths. 
Songket, a piece of dyed silk material weaved with gold and 
silver threads, is the clothing for royalties, and Malay brides 
and grooms at their weddings. It is also often worn during 
special ceremonies and occasions such as on Hari Raya Aidil 
Fitri (The celebration which marks the end of Ramadan, the 
Muslim fasting month). There are many Batik and Songket 
Centres in and around Kuala 
Terengganu which produce and 
sell batik and songket. 











Istana Mekah 


[Istana Maziah is believed to have been constructed during 
the reign of Sultan Zainal Abidin Ill. It was built in 1897 to 
replace the Istana Hijau which was burned down during 
World War II. Located next to Bukit Puteri, it is the venue for 
royal birthdays, weddings, conferment of titles and receptions 
for local and foreign dignitaries. A product of the blend 
between splendid modern and traditional architecture, it is 
also well-known as one of Malaysia's cultural attractions. 


The Central Market, or locally known as Pasar Payang 
which is located by the Terengganu River is one of the most 
popular tourist spots in Kuala Terengganu. Housed in a 
modern building complete with a shopping arcade and a car 
park, it offers visitors a variety of traditional handicrafts such 
as batik, silk, songket, brocade and brassware, other fresh 
produce such as fruits, vegetables and 'Keropok Lekor', 
which is a special local delicacy made from a mixture of fish 
and sago. Visitors to this market will have a delightful experi- 
ence shopping in local fares at reasonable prices.

Ideally loca- 
ted along Pantai Batu Buruk 
(Batu Buruk Beach), it offers visi- 
tors an opportunity to see for 
themselves, the performance of 
Silat which is the Malay art of self 
defence, traditional dances such 
as Ulek Mayang and Joget and a 
wide selection of games and 
pastime. The performances are Ta 
held every Friday and Saturday, Ulek Mayang 
between 5.00 p.m. to 7.00 p.m. 

and 9.00 p.m. to 11.00 p.m. So, do not miss the opportunity 
to witness the fascinating diversity of Terengganu's culture. 






Bukit Puteri is a 200 m 
high historical hill, 
situated next to Istana 
Maziah. It was used as 
a fortress between the 
years of 1831 to 1876 to 
defend the state from 
enemy attacks. Some of 
the historical remains 
which can be seen on 
Bukit Puteri are 
cannons, a flagpole, a 
large bell and a fort. 
Today, as it is the 
highest point in Kuala 
Terengganu, visitors 
standing on top of Bukit Puteri can witness the magnificent 
view of the areas surrounding it.

Kemaman town. For those who 
want some peace and solitude, 
head out for Kijal where you can 
just laze around while watching 
fishing fleets returning with the 
day's catch, fishermen mending 
their nets or attending to their 
boats, or just let the cool and 
invigorating air caress you to a 
state of tranquility. 


Another place that 
should be on every 
visitor's itinerary is 
Rantau Abang, 60 
km south of Kuala 
Terengganu. There, 
visitors lay in wait 
quietly from midnight 
to dawn to watch 
giant leatherback tur- 
tles laying eggs. The 
turtles lumbering 
slowly on the white

sandy beaches to lay eggs is a memorable sight. These 
giant turtles, up to 2.5 m in length and sometimes weighing 
more than 375 kg is indeed a phenomenal sight to behold. 
Rantau Abang is one of only six places in the world visited 
by these turtles, from the months of May to September. 


Gently sloping sands and fairly shallow, sparkling water 
give Penarik the ideal ambience and make it the perfect 
setting for sunbathers and fun seekers who want a 
quiet, serene vacation spot to while away the hours in 


uninterrupted bliss.

Covering an area 
of 369 sq km, it is also 
Malaysia's largest rock- 
filled hydroelectric dam. 
When the area was 
inundated by water, most of 
the hills were above the 
water level, thus creating 
about 340 man-made 
islands. Surrounded by a 
lush tropical jungle, the

Some of the activities which 
could be carried out here are fishing, swimming, canoeing, 
boating and jungle trekking. Due to the cleanliness of the 
lake and abundance of food supply, the Kenyir Lake has a 
wide variety of fresh water fish such as Baung, Toman, 
Kelisa and Lampam. Accommodation such as houseboats, 
floating chalets and lakeside resorts are also available to 


visitors. 


A highly exciting destination for nature lovers and the 
adventurous, Pasir Raja is blessed with clean, fresh air, 
countless wildlife, magnificent flora and fauna, numerous 
winding streams, rapids and a waterfall. It is a perfect 
setting for jungle trekking, swimming and relaxing. 


The sight of water gushing and falling from a high altitude and 
the sound of rushing water is a very pleasurable experience. A 
favourite retreat for visitors and locals alike, the Sekayu 
Waterfalls with its seven cascades are surrounded by its natu- 
ral landscape of lush jungle-clad hills, a fruit orchard, a mini Zoo, 
a bird park, a flower garden and countless species of flora and 
fauna. Various facilities such as shelters, changing rooms, 
chalets and a resthouse have also been provided for the 
visitors’ convenience. Located within the Sekayu Recreational 
Forest in Kuala Berang, it is only a 56 km drive from Kuala 
Terengganu, and about 
45 minutes drive 
through unspoiled coun- 
try scenery. There is a 
minimal charge of 
RM1.00 for each entry 
into the recreational 
forest. 


There are two water- 
falls collectively called 
the Sungai Ceralak sama 
Waterfalls. The first, Sekayu Waterfall 

known as Jeram Solo, is about 12 m high with a pool of about 
250 sq m in area while the second, at 24 m with a 190 sqm 
pool, is called Jeram Padang. The area has some attractive 
trees and plants including various species of pretty wild 
flowers. The surrounding hills also provide a scenic backdrop 
for photographers. 





Getting to the site is an adventure in itself, involving a boat ride 
from Kuala Jengai to Kuala Sungai Ceralak, a jungle hike and 
river crossing across the Sungai Ceralak itself. The other alter- 
native route involves logging trails and jungle tracks. 
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The main economic activity of the population is fishing. 
Offshore oil installations in the South China Sea off 
Terengganu have helped strengthen the state’s economy. 
Kuala Terengganu has transformed from a place “slipped 
past by time” into a rapidly expanding modern city, while 
farther down the coast, huge new oil refineries and depots 
have been springing Up. 








Apart from nature, the charm of Terengganu lies in its 
people. They are as beautiful as their state; courteous and 
helpful. The people of Terengganu welcome with open 
arms those who wish to share the beauty of the state. 
They lead a moderate and graceful lifetype in picturesque 
villages where religion, tradition and culture are still domi- 
nant in their daily activities. Terengganu people are gifted. 
They are artistically inclined and able to create traditional 
works of arts including the highly-skilled craft of boat- 
building. 


SHOPPING 


Terengganu is a paradise for bargain hunters and sou- 
venir collectors. There is ample opportunity to buy batik 
cloth, songket, traditional woodcarvings, local handicrafts, 
woven hats and baskets, clothing, intricate filigree silver- 
ware, gleaming brassware and decorative wallpieces as 
well as a staggering variety of dried and fresh food. 
Another special feature for shoppers are the fascinating 
bustling weekend markets found in practically every town. 


ECONOMY HANDICRAFT 


BATIK 

Batik is divided into two types : block or canting (pronounced 
'chanting'). In the block method tin strips, copper or brass are 
fashioned into design forms and attached to hand blocks. 
Designs of wax are imprinted on fabric using the blocks. Design 
colours may then be painted within the wax borders and then 
again covered with wax. Immersion in dye baths produce back- 
ground colours while boiling the fabric as an end process 
removes all wax residues. 

In the canting method, the 'canting' wax cup is used for freehand 
drawing of designs. The lines are therefore finer and more 
flowing, lending its aesthetics. Painting in design colours, sealing 
with wax and immersion follows the block process. But the end 
product is quite different. Soft, gentle and personalized, it is very 
pleasing to the eye. 


SONGKET 

Kain songket is the brocade of traditional Malay design. It is the 
clothing of royalty, of ceremony, of occasions where deep social 
significance is felt. Gold and silver threads, woven into virgin or 
dyed silk, emanate cheerful glitter or impart sombre dignity, 
depending upon the choice of songket and the occasion. 


BASKETRY 

Strong and pliable, rattan from the forests were once gathered 
for a variety of items ranging from baskets and fishing traps, to 
ropes and anchor cables. Bamboo, pliant but brittle and less 
durable, could be fashioned into fine baskets or used in the 
rough as picketing stakes. 


WOOD 

Given a creative mind, skillful fingers and a piece of wood, an art 
form soon emerges. In the leisurely days of old, even kitchen 
implements were adorned with carved motifs. 


BRASS 

From incense burners, to deep pans, to presentation trays, the 
brassmaker learned his trade from his father and the fathers 
before him. Now there are newer items to cast, new patterns and 
finishes too. And the skills he carries forth with him will be the 
heritage of generations to come. 


MAT WEAVING 

Pandan, the dagger-like leaf, and its courser cousin the 
mengkuang, are standard materials for mats. Once mats were 
woven into huge triangular sails and the inhabitants of the 
Peninsula roamed the seas far and wide. Pandan mats are 
distinguished from mengkuang through its smaller strips and 
finer weave.
